PROMPTING AN AUDIENCE. ' 


English Aeten Ghre « Signal When It'a 


Tims to Laugh. 


"Nothing illustrates tbe differed* 


between. English and American wit 
more, probably, than the- manner In 
which playwrights write their lines," 
said Itupert Hughes. "There arc few, 
people who realize the intricacy of the 
science of writing a 'laugh'—that Is, a 
line capable of producing a laugh from 
an audience. 


"A man may write one of the fun- 


niest lines ever given to the American 
stage and see it ignored by an audi- 
ence because of some act on the part 
of the producing company or one mem- 
ber of that company. 1 have seen the 
wittiest remarks wasted because of 
the move of a hand or of I be head of 
the comedian or actor who enunciated 
it. Then, again, the laugh Is taken out 
of a line by the moving of some per- 
son in the stage setting or by tbe mov- 
ing of some part of tbe stage set- 
ting Itself. It Is funny how the slight- 
est move on tbe part of an actor, after 
reciting certain lines, absolutely i-lkn- 
inates the wit from what he has just 
spoken, so far as the audience Is con- 
cerned. 


"This is so of American audlerices. 


but not so of the English theater go- 
ing public. They will not laugh unless 
the witticism Is finished by a nod of 
the head or a ceVtalu movement of tbe 
body. 


"It is on this account that certain 


comedies, great successes in this coun- 
try, nre absolute failures in Great 
Britain," he continues. "Something 
must be done when a 'laugh line' I? 
spoken on tbe English stage to give 
the audience an inkling that the witti- 
cism bus been completed. Then you 
get your laugh. 


"Not so, on the contrary, wilh Amer- 


icans. I remember of hearing of an 
incident involving one of Olga Neth 
ersole's first appearances In this couu 
try. Several times during the perform 
nnce the celebrated actress walked to 
tbe sides >and exclaimed to the stage 
manager: 
'What's the matter? Arr

LIQUID PORES. 
~ 


An Entertaining Experiment With Al- 


cohol and Water. 


It Is not easy to imagine liquids us 


laving pores, though this seems to l»e 
:he case as shown by certain familijr 
experiments. When n certain amount 
of powdered sugar Is slowly poured 
into warm water, tbe water will dis- 
solve the sugar and -appear to absorb 
It without increasing its volume. Sim- 
ilarly, when alcohol is poured into wa- 
ter the ro?ujting volume is less than 
the sum of the two volumes. 


For instance, if fifty parts of water 


and fifty parts of alcohol'bo mixed to- 
gether they will make only ninety-four 
parts. 
Apparently ono of the liquids 


has en.tcred into tbe. "pores" of the 
other. This experiment as commonly 
performed in laboratories, consists in 
putting measured quantities of the two 
liquids together, but the effect would 
be far more striking were it posslblo 
for students to see one of the liquids 
actually "soaking" into the other. This 
can bo done In the following way: 


Take two glasses, one filled to the 


brim with water and tho other with 
alcohopc In:. order-to show the effect 
to bolter'advantage,: color tho alcohol 
with red, ink.! The classes should not

(biding place, a steel safe especially 
designed for their custody.

The four pages o£ the constitution 


and the pages containing the resolu- 
tion submitting the constitution lo.the 
states of the Union are in excellent 
condition. 
The 'ink is as black as 


when fresh laid to the parchment with 
a quill pen and is of a quality that will 
outlast any ink of modern mnke. 


The Declaration of Independence, 


with hardly a signature legible of all 
those which are appended to it. by the 
great men of the infant republic, how- 
ever, is otherwise losing nothing of leg- 
ibility. Its condition I;) due to the fact 
that away back In 1852, when ihere 
were no other means known of gelling 
a facsimile, a press copy was taken 
which absorbed the ink from nearly
